Doubts as to a fourth- 
term nomination for the Presi- 
dent are no longer expressed. 

Word from inner party councils 
indicated that if the convention 
consults the Chief Executive as 
to his wishes, he will express a 
preference for Wallace. He may 
let the preference be known any- 
way. 

Not Expected to Dictate Choice. 

But he is represented as not 
prepared to dictate a choice to 
the convention, which starts July 
19 in Chicago. If the convention 
discards Wallace, it would be the 
party taking the action rather 
than the President, who is noted 
for loyalty to the men he places 
around him. 

Wallace has his supporters, but 
there is a strong element of oppo- 
sition to him in party ranks, much 
of it from the South. Virginia 
emphasized that Saturday by vot- 
ing to instruct its 24 delegates 
to the convention to ballot against 
Wallace for renomination. 

F. D. R. Told of Prospects. 

Willis Mahoney, Democratic 
nominee for United States Senator 
in Oregon, emerged from a con- 
ference with Roosevelt today pre- 
dicting that the chief executive 
would “sweep the Pacific North- 
west” should he seek a fourth 
term this year. 

“Did you tell him that?” a re- 
porter asked, “And what was his 


reaction ?” “He nodded and 
smiled,” Mahoney said. 
Mahoney explained, however, 


that he had not discussed the 
Democratic convention with the 
President. He said he was at the 
White House primarily to discuss 
his own race for the Senate,

WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP).—

Suspects Evening Meal, 

Hospital Commissioner Dr. F. 

Smith 
made a report, said he believed 
the outbreak could be traced to 
last night’s regular meal, which 
consisted of beef broth with rice, 
fresh vegetable salad, oranges, egg 
salad sandwiches, iced tea and 
milk. 

The fact that all those who be- 
came ill first noticed their ill- 
nesses about 10 p. m. or after 
leads me to believe that = it 
was something they ate at sup- 
per,” Dr, Grogan said. He pointed 
out that patients in all divisions 
of the hospital were not served 
the same evening meal, because 
some are on lighter diets. 

Dr. Grogan said every effort {s 
made to serve only the freshest 
food at the hospital, particularly 
during the summer when milk 
and custards are avoided almost 
entirely in hospital diets. These 
two foods, he said, spoil more 
quickly in hot weather than other 
foods,

GEN. EISENHOWER'S HEAD- 
QUARTERS, July 10 (AP), — The 
supreme commander of the Allied 
Expeditionary Forces today 
warned against the growing op- 
timism prevalent throughout the 
Allied world and predicted long 
and bitter fighting before the final 
victory in Europe. 

Enumerating the long list of 
Allied successes in Russia, Africa, 
Italy and France since he first 
came to Europe at the fall of 
Tobruk two years ago, Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower said the 
trend toward overoptimism was 
understandable. But he empha- 
sized that it was the duty of 
people in responsible positions to 
state the facts. 

Overoptimism doesn’t take into 
consideration one main point — 
that we are now in a position to 
hit the Germans where it hurts 
and the Germans will fight bac 
harder than ever. , 

Collapse Unlikely. 


a crack in German morale was 
not excluded, he believed that 
Gestapo control -was so complete 
over Germany that internal col- 
lapse was a false hope. We must 
be prepared now in all our oper- 
ations—home front and fighting 
front—for bitter fighting right 
around the German perimeter. 
There will be fighting of the most 
strenuous character with heavy 
losses. 

The general picture of overopti- 
mism must be sobered by the very 
definite eonclusion that we have 
really got to fight for every foot 
we get, both locally andin the gen- 
eral strategic position.

FORCE, July 10.—The thundering 
power-punch which took the Brit- 
ish and Canadian troops into 
Caen yesterday, and the capture 
at long last of La Haye du Puits, 
at the western end of the Allied 
line in Normandy, do not mean 
that German resistance has been 
broken or that the Nazis are “in 
retreat.” 

Latest news from Caen indi- 
cates that the Germans are still 
holding the south bank of the 
river Orne, where the railway sta- 
tion is located and are in posses- 
sion of the suburb of De Vaucelles, 
which is south of the river and 
covers as much territory as Caen 
itself. 

Resistance everywhere is fierce, 
The Germans are also reported to 


| be holding stoutly in the area be- 


tween the Orne and Odon rivers, 
southwest of Caen, and have some 
ground north of the Odon. 

It is emphasized here that while 
the Germans have had a heavy 
blow at Caen and have been forced 
to evacuate the town proper, they 
still appear well organized and 
capable of further heavy resist- 
ance in this area. 

River Is Battle Line. 

There is no evidence that all of 
the bridges across the Orne in 
Caen have been destroyed either 
by Allied bombing or by German 
demolitions.

— The 
real reason for Hitler’s firing of 
his commander in chief in Nor 
mandy, Field Marshal Karl Rudolf 
Gerd von Runstedt, was the vio- 
lent quarrel Von Rundstedt had 
with Field Marshal Erwin Rom- 
mel over Col. Gen. Friedrich Doll- 
mann’s responsibility for the fall 
of Cherbourg. 

At least, that is the latest ex- 
planation I learned on excellent 
authority. 

It appears that Von Rundstedt 
protested vigorously over the bru- 
tal way Rommel treated Dollmann 
after Cherbourg fell. Saddling 
Dollmann with full responsibility 
for the defeat, even though as 
commander of the Seventy- 
seventh Army he had constantly 
urged Rommel to give him more 
troops and material, Rommel in- 
formed Dollmann that he was be- 
ing replaced by a Waffen SS 
(army elite guard) officer. 


Dollmann was left in such a 
state of agitation after this vio- 
lent interview that he collapsed 
and died soon after leaving Rom- 
mel’s headquarters, according to 
this interpretation. 

Von Rundstedt confronted Rom- 
me] with the charge that he per- 


secuted Dollmann, asserting that 
the latter’s death was a direct 
result of browbeating by Rommel 
and the Waffen SS, and added 
that he objected to the increasing 
infiltration of Waffen SS men into 
high military jobs. 

This criticiam was received bad-

Von Rundstedt, according to my 
informant, spared no words in his 
criticism that Generals should be 
left in the army without political 
interference.

Americans Break Out of 
Bottleneck Around 
Fallen La Haye — 
Heavy Nazi Losses in 
Capture of Caen. 


SUPREME HEADQUARTERS, 
ALLIED EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCE, July 10 (AP). — Quickly 
exploiting the capture of Caen and 
La Haye du Puits, the British 
struck forward two miles today 
from their Odon River bridgehead 
below Caen, while the Americans 
broke out of the bottleneck on 
the west side of Cherbourg pen- 
insula and advanced six miles in. 
the sector southwest of Carentan. 


The latter advance, reported by 
Associated Press Correspondent 
Don Whitehead, apparently placed 
the Americans near the road junc- 
tion of Periers and deepened the 
Allied beachhead at the point 
where it had been the thinnest, 
It also, at last, put the bridge at 
Carentan out of range of enemy 
guns. This bridge had been the 
major link between the western 
and central beachheads. The 
town of Sainteny was overrun in 
this drive, 

To the east, American troops 
advancing in their Vire River 
bridgehead from the area of St. 
Jean de Daye captured Le Desert 
and Cavigny and moved near 
Pont Hebert, three and a half 
miles northwest of St. Lo. 


Ia Haye Corridor Opened. 


On the west end of the fro 
the Americans opened a somad 
exit in driving south swiftly from 
La Haye du Puits along the road 
toward Lessay. 

Below La Haye du Puits In the 
western sector the doughboys 
clamped a firm grip on dominat- 
ing heights. 

They fought their way down 
both sides of the forest of Mont 
Castre and down the center, gain- 
ing dominating ground looking on 
enemy positions in the area. 

From a map study it appeared 
the enemy's next strong defensive 
line south of La Haye is likely to — 
be at Lessay, where there is an- 
other bottleneck between marshes 
and the sea. Lessay is about 4% 
miles south of La Haye and is 
an important orad junction, 

The troops of Lt. Gen. Omar 
N. Bradley were moving steadily 
forward on a 25-mile front from 
the Vire River to the sea with 
the backing of one of the greatest 
continuous artillery barrages of 
this war. There was racely a 
time when 100 rounds a minute 
could not be counted, front cor 
respondents reported. German 
prisoners taken from their muddy 
foxholes were shaken and num- 
bered by the tons of explosives 
which burst about them. 

Headquarters said, however, 
that there was no sign of German 
disorganization, that the Germans 
were withdrawing in orderly fash- 
lon and not seeking to disengage 
their forces, 


British Attack. 


The British, attacking the flank 
of the Germans still standing 
across the Orne River in the 
southern surburbs of Caen, seized 
a chain of towns and strongholds 
and extended the Odon River 
bridgehead to within a miie of the 
Orne. One of the captured towns 
was Bretteville-sur-Odon, a mile 
southwest of Caen. 

Eterville, next in the chain and 
three miles southwest of the city: 
Maltot, four miles southwest, and 
Hill 112, a bit farther southwest, 
all fell in quick succession before 
noon, 

The new British attack, begun 
with a thunderous artillery bar- 
rage at 5 a. m., came just 15 hours 
after British and Canadian forces 
had taken Caen and opened the 
way to a favorable flat battle 
ground on the plain of Caen. 

Headquarters said “there are no 
signs the enemy has any definite 
prepared defensive positions short 
of the Seine,” and suggested that 
the Germans would probably re- 
sort to a town-by-town strongpoint 
system of defense. 

Allied headquarters said the en- 
try into Caen yesterday followed a 
“d@astating bombing” of the Ger- 
mans and bombardment by naval 
guns.

The general criticism among 
sportsmen is that after eight years 
in power, the commission 
failed to bring about a material 
increase in the wildlife popula- 
tion.

men, and if that should happen, 
its long-range program of im- 
proving the environment for 
wildlife, which is admittedly good, 
might fail. 

“The commission has heen 
adamant in its attitude of paying 
no attention to criticism and 
pushing through its program re- 
gardless.

Plank Lacks Vigor. 


In the light of these facts it is 
all the more regrettable that the 
plank on foreign policy in the Re- 
publican platform ‘should not be 
both vigorous and clear. 

The paragraph of the plank in 
the platform, lifted textually from 
the Mackinac Declaration, which 
reads: “We favor responsible par- 
ticipation by the United States in 
postwar co-operative organization 
among sovereign nations to pre- 
vent military aggression and to 
attain permanent peace with or- 
ganized justice in a free world,” 
is, of course, unexceptionable. 
While phrased in the most general 
terms, it is nevertheless wholly in 
accordance with the spirit and 
the letter of the President's an- 
nounced plan. 

It is the subsequent § para- 
graph in the plank which is 
peculiarly regrettable. For it is 
a weasel-worded statement ob- 
viously couched in terms which 
are designed to mean all things 
to all men. .It reads as follows: 

“Such organization should de- 
velop. effective co-operative 
means to direct peace forces to 
prevent or repel military aggres- 
sion.” 


It cculd quite plausibly be ar- 


gued that the term “peace forces” 
implies such moral agencies as the 
churches or the press and noth- 
ing more; that armed co-opera- 
tion between the members of the 
world organization is by no means 
necessarily involved. But who can | 
today say what the term does 
really mean? Only. Gov. Dewey, 
the candidate of the party, can 
speak with final authority on this 
question and remove the present 
confusion and uncertainty, 


Experience Ignored. 


In those portions of the plat- 
form which deal with postwar 
security and with foreign trade 
it must be admitted that the com- 
mitments upon policy there laid 
down seem altogether counter to 
what the practical experience of 
the last few years has shown to 
be in the interest of the American 
people. 

No extraordinary quality of 
realiem is needed to see that noth- 
ing will be more urgently needed

Economic Rights of Minorities 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

To those of us who were deeply in- 
volved in the struggle to insure con- 
tinuance of the Federal Employment 
Practice Committee through congres- 
sional approval of its appropriation for 
the next fiscal year, it is clearly appar- 
ent that much of the credit for the fa- 
vorable Senate vote belongs to the many 
liberal forces throughout the nation 
which raised their voices in support of 
that agency. 

We know we speak for the millions 
of minority Americans when we say 
that by your splendid, outspoken edi- 
torial of May 27 you contributed greatly 
to the cause of true democracy. 

FEPC has been granted its appropria- 
tion by Congress and has thereby re- 
ceived congressional sanction and back- 
ing, but the fact remains that it is still 
handicapped by its lack of power to en- 
force its orders: Unless legislation is 
enacted to make it permanent, it will 
be abolished when the war ends, and 
the problem of discrimination in em- 
ployment will grow even more critical.

Awareness of the need for a perma- 
nent FEPC was indicated by the fact 
that even while the Senate was debat- 
ing the advisability of continuing the 
present FEPC, the House Labor Com- 
mittee was holding hearings on the 
Scanlon-Dawson-La Follette bill to give 
FEPC permanent status and authority. 
Frustration and insecurity, it was dem- 
onstrated in these hearings, still haunt 
millions of minority-group Americans 
for, although they have made tremen- 
dous gains through employment in war 
industry, they have made practically no 
advance in any industry which is basic 
to the peacetime economy. 

Even where they are now employed, 
minority Americans, particularly Ne- 
groes and Latin Americans, are often 
denied full union rights, upgrading op- 
portunities and equal pay for equal 
work. Walter White, president of the 
NAACP, who had just returned from a 
tour of the war fronts, told the com- 
mittee: “Wherever I went, the question 
most frequently asked by Negro soldiers 
. « « was whether or not Negroes on 
returning home will continue to be con- 
fined to bootblack jobs.” And, in this 
country, Negroes are already finding 
themselves the first to go as the cut- 
backs begin. 

As the hearings progress and the peo- 
ple generally become aware of the is- 
sues involved, we hope for clarification 
of many misunderstandings. One fact 
brought out in the committee investiga- 
tion is highly significant: that only 10 
per cent of the closed cases reported by 
the FEPC originated in the eight states 
of the Deep South.

What will the postwar reconversion 


period mean to the industrial centers’ 


of the North, West and Midwest where 
90 per cent of the cases handled by the 
present FEPC originated? Gunnar Myr- 
dal in his “An American Dilemma” re- 
calls that “after the (first World) war 
the homecoming Negro soldiers met the 
suspicion and fears of the Southern 
whites. In the North, their new foot- 
holds in industry were contested by 
anxious white job-seekers in the post 
war depression. A wa@ of lynchings 
swept the South, and even more bloody 
race riots swept the North.” 

Dare we neglect to take any possible 
precaution to prevent a repetition after 
this war? 

Already, representatives of most of 
the outstanding national civic, church 
and union organizations have appeared 
before the House Labor Committee to 
urge approval of the Scanlon-Dawson- 
La Follette bill; and on June 23 an iden- 
tical bill was introduced in the Senate 
by a group of six Republican and Dem- 
ocratic Senators. This would indicate 
that we are justified in our belief that 
the overwhelming majority of Ameri- 
cans are conscious of the dangers of the 
postwar period and are looking to their 
Government for leadership in protecting 
the economic rights of minorities.

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As Planned at Teheran 


Said the joint statement of President Roosevelt, 
Marshal Stalin and Prime Minister Churchill 
after the Teheran conference last November: 


Our military staffs have joined in our 
round-table discussions and we have con- 
certed plans for the destruction of the 
German forces. We have reached complete 
agreement as to the scope and timing of 
operations which will be undertaken from 
the east, west and south. 


The current war news is recording day by day 
the glorious fulfillment of those concerted plans. 
From all the three European land fronts where 
the Nazis now must fight—despite Adolf Hitler's 
past warnings that even a two-front war would 
be disastrous for Germany—come tidings of 
Allied victories that are proof of the great triple 
strategy's effectiveness, 

The beachhead in Normandy, where our forces 
landed 34 days ago, is no longer a mere beach 
head. Today it is a genuine invasion front, 
where the Americans, British and Canadians 
have firmly established themselves, with a major 
port, for bringing in the steadily 
mounting of troops and supplies, Now 
the area has been enlarged to true second-front 
proportions by the British-Canadian capture of 
Caen, rail center where the Germans stubbornly 
defended their right flank, and the American 
capture of La Haye, strong point on the opposite 
side of the Norman peninsula. 

Allied successes in Normandy have done more 
than push the Wehrmacht back and nullify 
Hitler's declaration that an invasion force would 
be lucky indeed to stay on cross-Channel soil for 
nine hours; it has also brought a major shake-up 
in the high command, Field Marshal 
Gerd von Rundstedt, authoritatively accounted 
Hitler's ablest General, is out. He favored a 
course of holding back the reserves until it 
became clear just where the major Allied blows 
Now it is evident that the waiting

Bad as is the news from the new Western 
front for Berlin, that from the Eastern front is 
even worse. For the Russian drive,’ pressing 
relentlessly on toward Warsaw—and Berlin—is* 
pushing the Germans back at such speed that 
correspondents are using the word “rout” and 
“collapse” to describe the results. Minsk and 
Kowel, major defense points, have fallen. Wilno 
is doomed, and the hard-riding Russians ‘are 
pushing on to Kaunas, capital of Lithuania, 

The territorial losses might be endured by the 
Nazis, as they were endured by the Russians 
three years ago, but the toll of German soldiers 
and equipment is a heavy one, and Hitler ig run- 
ning short of both. 

This major Russian campaign—not the whole 
Red Army effort by any means—is a superb piece 
of co-ordination. As Moscow predicted in the long 
period of waiting for the second front to open 
an Allied attack in the West has tied up so 
much of the Germans’ power that a decisive drive 
against them from the Eaat, 
Whether or not Hitler has drained man power 
from the Eastern front, it is apparent that he 
cannot send sufficient reinforcements or weapons 
to stem the growing disaster there. 

On the third land front, in Italy, the Nazis are 
also losing. Volterra, last anchor point guarding 
Livorno (Leghorn), hag fallen to the American 
Fifth Army, and the Nazis have fired the great 
port. Just a year after the invasion of Sicily, 
the hard-fought British-American-Polish drive 
has pushed its way up the long peninsula, and 
the Northern points of Pisa, Florence and Rimini 
are within the visible orbit of early action. 

Even if the Alps are an insurmountable barrier, 
the extending liberation of Italy is a growing 
threat to the Nazis’ whole Balkan flank. The 
Kaiser’s 1918 disaster in the Balkans must today 
be a haunting memory to Hitler and hig gang. 

On every front, the gigantic pincer movement 
draws closer to Berlin. The Russians are 470 
miles away; the Italian front is 610 miles dis- 
tant; the invasion forces in, Normandy are 635 
miles from the Wilhelmstrasse. 

The handwriting on the wall is plain for any 
Nazi to read, and it spells doom. Hard fighting 
lies ahead, and there can be no letdown at the 
fronts or at home. But the end of the war's 
Suropean phase, as planned at ‘Teheran eight 
months ago, is being hacked out this summer in 
the tremendous drives “from the east, west and 
south.”

Political News for Soldiers 

The removal of Col. Egbert White as directo 
of the Army newspaper, Stars and Stripes, in the 
Mediterranean area, may bring to a head the 
issue of what political news should be presented 
to overseas soldiers. It is reported from Algiers 
that he was relieved of command “because of 
differences with higher officials over political 
censorship,” and the dispatch refers te a New 
York Herald Tribune news article on coverage 
of the Republican national convention by serv- 
ice papers. 

Col. White was trying to get more facts about 
political events into the Stars and Stripes. He 
lost his post for a cause that should have the 
support of every American who believes in a 
free press. 

The Herald Tribune correspondent in Rome 
pointed out that the Stars and Stripes report of 
Gov, Dewey's apeech contained very litt about 
hia criticlam of domestic policies, for the Paycho- 
logical Warfare Service, one of the news sources, 
deleted all comment by the Republican candidate 
on the administration’s conduct of home affairs. 
The Army News Service, another source, carried 
a curtailed report on these points in the Dewey 
speech, and this wag included “to get the idea 
across that the Republicans disapproved of the 
way the country was being run.” 

Such’ political censorship is, of course, intol- 
erable. Every American at home hears both 
sides of the campaign arguments, and surely the 
millions of men overseas are entitled to the 
same privilege. It ig true that some of this elec- 
tioneering, by both sides, will be biased, but 
surely men in foreign service can be trusted to 
exercise as much discrimination about accepting 
it as civilians or men in military camps at home. 

The overseas men are legal voters. Why should 
they be denied the full information, from both 
sides of the political fence, that is required for 
casting an intelligent vote? 

The law forbids the sending of biased news to 
soldier newspapers, but it makes clear that this 
does not apply to the statements of political per- 
sonages. If over-zealous officials at home are 
trying to blue-pencil unfavorable comments about 
the administration, it is up to Army editors to 
protest’ vigorously. The home front, Democrats 
as well ag Republicans, will support'them if they 
do. 
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Russia's New Divorce Laws 

More proof of Soviet Russia’s growing accep- 
tance of the ideology and customs formerly 
called “bourgeois” or “capitalist” is found in the 
sweeping Moscow decree tightening up the di- 
vorce laws and giving encouragement to family 
life. 

In the early days of the Revolution, the family 
was looked upon as a decadent institution. Di- 
vorce for years was obtainable by mutual consent, 
or by application of husband or wife to a court. 
The process usually took only a few minutes, at 
the cost of a few rubles, ‘The new decree seta up 
restrictions ag severe as those in most American 
states, or more so. Both parties now must pe- 
tition the court, and both must appear. If a 
reconciliation cannot be arranged, the petition 
goes to a higher court, which may grant the 
divorce after further proceedings. The cost will 
range from $100 to $400, for one or both persons. 

Far from being a strange country of wildly 
radical ideas, Russia is gradually assuming a 
pattern familiar to the Western world. The loss 
of man power in the war undoubtedly has a great 
deal to do with these new laws. Yet it remains 
true that each of the changes ordered by Stalin's 
Government in the last few years has brought 
Soviet institutions more closely into line with 


Sthose existing among Russia’s allies, and each 


has increased the possibilites for lasting co- 


operation after the war.

Another Train-Crew Failure? 


The ICC’s investigation of the wreck of the 
Santa Fe Railroad’s luxury train, the Chief, 
near Flagstaff, Ariz., July 3, should determine 
whether, as indicated by reports to date, blame 
attaches to the train crew, 

The Associated Press quoted an unidentified 
officer of the railroad as saying the speed limit 
was 55 miles an hour the place where the 
wreck occurred. The United Press reported on 
its own authority that the train was “traveling 
at high speed.” Wag excessive speed a factor in 
the derailment of the engine and 12 of the 14 
coaches as the train rounded a curve—in the 
killing of four persons and the injuring of 50? 

It remains also to be determined whether the 
train crew performed its duty in warning away 
approaching trains. It was failure in this 
elementary duty which caused the Atlantic Coast 
Line disaster at Lumberton, N. C., last Dee. 16. 
seventy persons were killed when an unwarned 
northbound train piled into the wreckage of the 
southbound, It would seem that this awful 
lesson would be engraved upon the memory of 
every railroad man. 

Yet James A. Guthrie, a San Bernardino (Cal.) 
newspaper publisher who was on the Chief, tele- 
graphed his paper that a Navy officer “ran down 
the track to signal an approaching train with a 
flashlight”—and Capt. Arthur A, Kaplan of Utica, 
N. Y., said “civilians and military personnel .. 
averted a truly horrible disaster” by soaking 
mattresses and bed clothing in oil, taking them 
up the track, setting fire to them and halting 
an approaching train. “If that train had smashed 
into the wreckage,” he said, “scores would have 
been killed.” 

The attempt to stop an approaching train with 
a flashlight was a feeble gesture. While it is 
fortunate that the warning was seen, a bonfire 
might also have been futile. Railroad regulations 
require the train crew to warn away approaching 
trains by placing two torpedoes on the tracks, 
setting off fusees, and waving a red lantern. The 
train crew of the Chief may have obeyed the 
regulations laid upon them for the protection of 
their passe nge rs, but there is as yet no evidence 
of it. 

The alarming number of railroad wrecks In the 
past year makes imperative a thorough inquiry 
into the tragedy of the Chief, so that all pos- 
sible remedial lessons may be learned from It.

It’s a funny thing about truth fn war 
news. There is a market for military pap 
of the rankest kind among America’s di- 
verse publications. 


People back home have different political 
beliefs, and their prejudices on many topics 
affect the kind of news they want to hear 
about the war. 


A lot of them seem to want to be kidded 
that everything overseas is hotsy-totsy, 
that one American can whip 10 Japs or 
Huns, and that everybody outside the 
U. S. A. is waiting for us to come over 
and build a brave new world. 

No such velvet delusions about warfare 
exist to any widespread degree among the 
troops. They want to know the truth— 
and they want the truth to be told about 
what they are doing. That last is very im- 
portant. 

They definitely do not want to be “over- 
glamorized.” On the other hand, they don’t 
want their sacrifices, victories—or defeats 

minimized or glossed over. They just 
want the people they are fighting for, the 
home folks, to know what they are doing 
and what is happening to them. 


A War Reporter's Function 


To write this news as they want it told 
seems to me the highest function of the 
battlefront reporter, Indeed, it is his only 
function, 


If a soldier reads your account of a battle 
action in which he shared and comments, 
“Boy, that’s it—that’s the way it was, fel- 
low,” you can hit your bedroll one night 
at least content that you have earned your 
daily increment of C rations, 


A case in point on the antipathy of the 
troops toward being “glorified” arose dur- 
ing the period when they were consolidat- 
ing for their first big crack at the heavily 
fortified Cassino position. Over the radio 
they heard a cultured voice announce of- 
ficially they had taken one hill “after ad- 
vancing through murderous fire.” 

“Why, hell, there wasn’t a Jerry left 
around when we grabbed that one,” a sol- 
dier growled accusingly. ‘‘They had al- 
ready pulled out. All we had to do was 
walk in and take that one. Where do they 


get that stuff about 
That’s silly!” 

And for days afterward, front-line war 
reporters had to take a lot of gibes and 
jeers, not all good-natured, about the story. 


“Here comes one of those ‘murderous 
fire’ guys,” the doughboys at one infantry 
headquarters would call whenever a re- 
porter approached, 

It took .plenty of talking to convince 
them that the dispatch had been written 
back at some press headquarters from an 
official handout, and definitely was not the 
product of a war reporter on the scene,

So generations of students 
have been brought up on a substitute—the 
Mercator projection, which changes a 
sphere to a flat surface, but distorts many 
details in so doing. South America, for in- 
stance, appears smaller than Greenland on 
the familiar schoolroom wall map; actual 
ly, it is nine and one-half times larger.

Each of the map bookg listed has for 
one of its purposes the correction of fallae 
cies brought about by dependence on Mere 
cator. His concept is fine for navigation, 
the writers point out, but for understand- 
ing the far-flung strategy of a giobal war, 
maps that show the curvature of the earth 
are essential. Various devices are em- 
ployed to do so, but it is far from a simple 
problem in geometry and cartography. 

The Fortune atlas does this most suc. 
cessfully, with a series of the handsome 
maps in orthographic projection, resem- 
bling aerial views from a great height, that 
have distinguished the magazine. The Si- 
mon & Schuster atlas, prepared with the 
aid of the OWI, is a close second, and uses 
the same projection. Its maps have more 
detail, and there is a larger amount of in- 
formative text, but the color plates are not 
so effective. Both atlases get away from 
the convention that puts north always at 
the top of the map; the result is at first 
startling, then clarifying. 

. * . 

The third atlas listed, by a Harvard car- 
tographer, does not stop with physical and 
political geography, but has charts for cli- 
mate, races, languages, products, health 
and other factors. Dr. Fisher, economist 
of Yale, discusses the many devices used 
to reproduce the three-dimensional world 
in two-dimensional form, and advocates 
an icosahedron form, a globe-like figure 
made up of 20 triangles joined together, 
The last book, with handsome drawings by 
Ralph Graeter of Life, is a clearly pre 
sented treatise on interpreting and appiy- 
ing maps, with a section on making them, 

Maps of small areas, such as states or 
battle zones, are of course accurate in the 
usual flat projection. But, these writers 
and illustrators agree, to understand the 
long strokes of modern war and the travel 
routes of the coming Air Age, we need 
maps that remind us the world is round.

First, 
Lange is an American citizen, hav- 
ing come to this country seven or 
eight years ago from Cracow Uni- 
versity, where he had made an in- 
ternational reputation as an econo- 
mist. Like Father Orlemanski of 
Springfield, Mass,, he believed it 
was possible to resolve differences 
between Soviet Russia and the 
Polish Government-in-Exile. He 
wrote and lectured on the sub- 
ject. This resulted in his receiv- 
ing an invitation from the Union 
of Polish Patriots, composed of 
Polish refugees in Russia, to come 
to Moscow. He asked for and was 
granted a passport and passage 
on a plane. 

In Moscow he had two and one- 
’ half hours of talk with *Marshal 
Stalin, 


Visited Polish Army. 


He was permitted to visit the 
Polish Army, a part of the Soviet 
forces, under the command of Lt.- 
Gen. Zygmund Berling. This army, 
he says, now numbers 100,000 well- 
equipped men and women—lots of 
women carrying rifles, tommy- 
guns and the like—and is expected 
to become an army of one million; 
it least the USSR has agreed to 
furnish supplies for a Polish army 
of that size. 

He had 15 conferences’ with 
groups of these soldiers, usually 
from 100 to 200 in edch group. 
They asked him about America 
and he asked them about Poland 
and Russia. Incidentally, several 
American correspondents were 
with him and their reports of what 
was learned check pretty closely 
with his own.

Effects of 
War Stress 
On the Mind

| T SHOULD be no surprise to 
anyone who has thought about 
it at all that the stresses of 
war have created many mental! in- 
valids. Men’s minds, like their 
bodies, are built on different levels 
of resistance ‘to atrain., 

One man will go along quite ef- 
ficiently on a job that requires 
little responsibility or initiative 
and as long as economic condi- 
tions are prosperous he wil] never 
show that he has inside him the 
seeds of mental deterioration, al- 
coholism or complete madness. 
Most men lead lives of quiet des- 
peration, but so long as the des- 
peration is quiet we never notice 
them. When something makes it 
active society has to take notice. 

War is certainly the supreme 
example of such an activator. We 
are seeing in medical practice 
plenty of examples of the result

FROM ENGLAND we have a 
report on this by Dr. James W. 
Mackintosh, published by the 
Commonwealth Fund (The War 
and Mental Health in England). 
The British had much more stress 
than we—air raids, life in shelters, 
evacuation of children and separa- 
tion from parents. The _ report 
makes no estimate of the exact 
number of mental wrecks there 
are in England, but one gathers 
this is in the millions. 

In the United States the causa- 
tive factors have been for tht 
young, induction into the Army 
and the prospect of battle experi- 
ence, and for the older group, 
change from peacetime work to 
war work, overwork, grief from 
losses of loved ones, separations, 
and the petty annoyances and re- 
strictions of rationing and priori- 
ties. Only the very weakest went 
down under the last. 

What the psychiatrists see can 
be classified under three head- 
ings: 

1. The anxiety state. The nerv- 
ous breakdown. Consisting of ex- 
citement, confusion, unaccount- 
able actions, tremblings, changes 
in pulse and breathing. These are 
not necessarily serious problems 
and when the crisis is over will 
probably in most instances auto- 
matically adjust themselves. 

2. Conversional breakdown, 
These are gross mood disorders, 
or the simulation or fear of some 


organic disease. Usually they are. 


based upon an essential psycho- 
pathic personality and the war 
developed this as a photographic 
plate is made clear by the devel- 
oper. They may respond to treat- 
ment or may become forever use- 
less, 

8. The accentuation of previous- 
ly seen and recognized neuroses. 
The hysteric, or the person with 
temper tantrums has more fre- 
quent attacks for less real rea- 
sons. The functional dyspeptic 
takes more pills. 
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ONE HOPEFUL THING about 
this last group is that the 
stresses and responsibilities of the 
war cures instead of accentuates 
a lot of them. In such a case 
the functional dyspeptic finds 
some pride in the fact that he 
can eat anything, the headaches 
quit their beefing and go to work, 
and the insomniac sleeps like a 
top. 

One lesson from the British ex- 
perience is that in treatment we 
shall probably have to take these 
people in classes and treat them 
by group psychology. The cases 
are too numerous to allow of in- 
dividualization. 

Another lesson each of us can 
take to heart. It is the tough- 
minded nations who are going to 
endure and you can take it if you 
make up your mind to it. Instead 
of giving way and saying, “I can’t 
stand any more of this, I am go- 
ing to have a good old-fashioned 
cry,” you will find it is just as 
easy to say, “For the sake of my 
neighbors and my friends and 
my country I can stand up in the 
dark and act as if it were light.”

West opened the spade king. 
Declarer ruffed and took the 
heart finesse — incidentally, the 
only one he should have taken 
in the entire play. West covered 
the heart queen; the ace won, the 
heart jack was cashed, and de- 
clarer now entered dummy with 
a club to try the diamond finesse. 
West smothered the queen, cashed 
the high heart, and exited with a 
high spade. Declarer ruffed and 
led the ace anf another diamond, 
East won and returned a club, 
Again declarer finessed (he might 
as well at this stage), and when 
West captured the jack, the con- 
tract was down one, 

The high cards were absolutely 
marked in West's hand, hence de- 
clarer’s diamond finesse was bad 
play. He should have forced West 
in with the high heart, and then 
discarded a diamond on West's 
best return of a high spade, Now 
West would be on the spot. If 
he led a third high spade declarer 
would ruff, lead to the club king, 
discard another diamond on the 
established spade, then throw 
West back on lead by cashing the 
club ace and leading the club 
jack. The diamond suit would 
have to be started by West, who 
would have to lead up to the ma- 
jor tenace. 


Meat Timbales on Toast
